STANLEY'S GREAT EXPLOIT. 


The most Interesting and the most 


remarkable feature of prnsrmt electri- 
cal development Is the Invasion of far- 
away, semi-civilized lands 
by 
tele- 


phone, traction and power transmis- 
sion systems and other agencies for 
tho application of electrical forces to 
tho uses of mankind. 
And not the 


least Interesting phase nf this Invasion 
of benighted lands Is tho 
difficulties 


that are encountered by the engineers 
who have In hand the practical work 
of blazing the way for the march of 
electrical science. In Abysfffnla nearly 
SOO miles of telephone wires are al- 
ready erected and about a thousand 
miles are In course* of construction. 
The first difficulty encountered was the 
v.'hlto ant. 
Tho polos wore devoured 


so rapidly by this pest that It was soon 
necessary to substitute 
iron 
poles. 


Thcnn were HO attractive to the na- 
tives that they began tearing them out 
and converting them into tools, a prac- 
tlvc that was finally stopped by mot- 
Ing out severe punishment to the of- 
fenders. Klephants and monkeys now 
constitute tho principal source of trou- 
ble. 
The elephants use the poles as 


scratching posts and the monkeys find 
that tho wires make good swings. In 
far-away India electrical development 
Is progressing with wonderful rapidity 
in splto of the many obstacles that are 
presented. In The Electrical Review a 
correspondent, writing from Sivusamu- 
dram, describes many Important elec- 
trical projects about to be Inaugurated. 
The Mysore Stato 
government 
has 


sanctioned tho proposal to supply elec- 
tric light and power to the city of 
Knngaloro from the generating station 
at the Cauvery Falls. 
There is al- 


roudy a 92-mile transmission Mne from 
tho Falls power plant to the Kolar 
gold, fields. It Is also proposed to sup- 
ply the city of Mysore with light and 
power from these falls. 
A 1000-horse 


power steam-electric plant 
is being 


constructed on tho Kolar gold fields for 
operating hoists nnd. for lighting tlio 
entire fields. A project Is also on foot 
to electrify tho Kolar gold fields rail- 
way. Minor Installations In other prov- 
inces of India are 
being 
proposed, 


among them being on electric power 
and 
lighting plant 
near 
Srlnagur, 


Kashmir, In tho northern part of In- 
dia, power for which will bo taken 
from the falls In tho Slnd river. The. 
chlof difficulty with which tho engi- 
neers have to contr.nd In India Is the 
fondness of thi: natives for copper 
wire, which they fashion Into jewelry 
and ornaments. To keep them from 
appropriating the telephone wire* It is 
necessary to carry a very high voltage, 
which 
Is 
suspended 
automatically 


when a person who desires to talk 
gives the signal.

Although the fame of Sir ITenry M. 


Stanley, who died in London on May 
10th, will rest on his exploration of 
tho upper Congo and of equatorial Af- 
rica, It Is his search for David Living- 
stone through the African Jungles and 
his finding of the missing missionary 
at TJJIJI, on the shore of Taii^auulka, 
that appeals most to the dramatic feel- 
Ing of the world. In "Eccentricities of 
Genius," Major J. B. I'ond quotes a 
writty reference to this achievement, 
which was made by Mark Twain In in- 
troducing Mr. Stanley to a Boston nu- 
dlence. 


"I am not hero to disparage Colum- 


bus," said Mr. Clemens. "No, I won't 
do that. 
Hut when you come to re- 


gard the achievements of these two 
men, 
Columbus and Stanley, from the 


standpoint of the difficulties they en- 
countered, tho advantage Is with Stan- 
ley and against Columbus. 


"Columbus started out to discover 


America. 
He didn't need to do any- 


thing at all but sit In the cabin of his 
ship, hold his grip and sail straight 
on, and America would discover Itself. 
Here It was, barring his passage the 
whole length and breadth of two con- 
tinents. lie couldn't got past It. He'd 
got to discover It. 


"But Stanley started out to find Doc- 


tor Livingstone, who was scattered — 
scattered abroad, as you may say, over 
the length and breadth of a vast slab 
of Africa as big as the United Staes. 
It was a blind search for one of the 
worst scattered of men." 


In October, 1870, Stanley started out 


from Bombay on his search for Doctor 
Livingstone on behulf of. two newspa- 
pers. The great missionary and geog- 
rapher, on the last sad trip of his life, 
had plunged into the heart of Africa 
from the east coast In the spring of 
1800. 
For five years he had been 


fighting for his life against the rav- 
ages of fever and disease, contending 
vainly against his old foes, the slave- 
traders, and wandering slowly about, 
studying the regions to tho west and 
south of Tanganyika, cured for and 
aided by tho natives, who reverenced 
him PS a superior being. 


Stanley moved inland from Zanzi- 


bar In the spring of 1871. By June he 
had reached Unyanycmbe, where he 
was ago.ln delayed. 
At last he was 


able to proceed into that vast wilder- 
ness, somewhere In which was Living- 
stone. Whether Livingstone had gone 
across toward the west coast or had 
tried to move northward toward the 
•Nile valley Stanley did not know. 


The fact was that Livingstone, In ex- 


trcmlty, had returned to Tanganyika, 
and had reached Ujlji. There, where 
new supplies should have reached him, 
he learned that all had been stolen. Ho 
was almost hopeless and helpless, an 
old man, ill, alone, with 
only 
tho 


friendship of a few native tribes be- 
tween him and death. 


In tho alcli of time Stanley arrived, 


nfter a month of wandering and terri- 
ble hardship. 
Tho meeting between 


tho two was most dramatic. To Liv- 
ingstone It meant new life. It buoyed 
him up till all the hardships were for- 
gotten. 
Together the two explored 


Tanganyika, and then went back to 
Unyanycmbe, where Stanley provided 
Livingstone with new supplies and a 
now party of faithful blacks. The old 
missionary returned to the Jungle, to 
die a fow months later, and Stanley re- 
traced his steps to give the world tho 
story of his achievement.

Immense Winery Goes Up in Smoke.

INSANITY ON RAPID INCREASE 


Chicago Experts Say If Conditions 


Continue Half The World Will 


Be Crazy In 500 Years. 


Chicago.—One person in every .150 


in Chicago is icsane. One person in 
every five is predisposed to insanity. 
This is asserted in the .report of Dr. 
V. H. Podstata, superintendent of tho 
big Duuijiug lijocilic Aay mill. 


Dr. James P. Lynch, Dr. Oscar A. 


King, Judge Orrin Carter and many 
more prominent authorities upon the 
subject, men who have studied the 
subject scientifically for yeara, state 
that insanity has increased here rapid- 
ly in the last ten yeara. 


It has increased all over tho world, 


but more rapidly in Chicago than else- 
where. The percentage of insanity to 
1,000,000 inhabitants has quadrupled 
in fifty years. 


"At the present rate of tho develop 


ment of insanity, according to the 
world's statistics," says Dr. James 
P. Lynch, "and with present condi- 
tions of work and living unaltered, 
half of the civilized world will be 
more or less insane 500 years from 
now." 


"And in another,200 years from that 


time, undtr the same conditions, most 
of the Caucasian race'wlll be mentally 
deranged and civilization wiped off the 
face of the earth by th1* multitudes of 
Goths aud vandals of Ania."

Scientific Farming-How to'Ralae Hogs 


Help of fleidow Larks—Danes Have 
Good Cows—A Heavy Walnut Crop. 


Scientific Farming. 


It is but n comparatively short time 


since scientific farming was hold in 
amused contempt by the groat body of 
farmers in th's country, saye the Cal- 
ifornia Fruit Grower. It might do 
ve"y well for rich meu with plenty of 
money to waste on unprofitable fads, 
but for the practical farmer to spend 
time and money on such useless things 
as fertilizers, soil analysis, and exper- 
imenting with new crops and strange 
varieties was considered worse than 
foolish. The country was new, the 
soil rich, willing to give up its wealth 
to whoever would till it, and demand- 
ing no return. That the soil is com- 
posed of definite chemical compounds 
was an unappreciated fact, and that 
these elements and compounds can be 
exhausted was something of which the 
farmer did not dream. 


But facts are facts, and in time it 


was noticed that soil ouce thought in- 
exhaustible refused to give the returns 
that it once did. Long planting of 
one crop had drained the soil of cer- 
tain elements essential to the growth 
of that crop. Then it was that science 
stepped in and pointed out the fault. 
The puce de*pisad methods became 
necessary for the production of crops. 
The farmer bagou to learu that he 
could not take from the soil without 
returning to it in another form what 
he took out in the shape of grain or 
fruit. 
The scientists pointed out that 


grains and fruits and other crops are 
made up chemically of certain ele- 
ments which are derived either from 
the soil or the air, but chiefly from 
the soil, and that if one of them con- 
tains a large proportion of phosphoric 
acid in the shapes of phosphate?, phos- 
phoric acid must be returned to the 
Foil; if nitrogen, nitrogen in some 
form must be replaced. 


The work of the United Slates gov- 


ernment scientists proved of incaloul 
able value to the farmer, and the ele- 
vation of the bureau of agriculture 
to the dignity of a department placed 
the work on a better basiB.faudl in- 
creased the opportunities for the study 
of conditions and for experiment. 


But it was not until the agricultural 


colleges of the country came to be 
recognised ns something mere than 
extensive and useless whims, that the 
farmer began to become a scientist 
himself. 
When it began to bo noticed 


that those farmerH1 boys who hud at- 
tended agricultural colleges were able 
by putting into practice the knowl- 
edge and methods there acquired to 
obtain results impossible under the 
old system of hit-or-miss farming, in- 
terest in those institutions greatly in- 
creased, until todny they are generally 
recognized us forming one of the moet 
important branches, from an economic 
standpoint, of our educational system. 


Following upon this came the estab- 


lishment of a system of farmers' Insti- 
tutes. These, too, were for a whilo 
held in derision, hat it was not long 
before the farmer had to confess that 
there were some things about farming 
that he could learn from men who 
were specialists in their own lines, 
and now, epoclally hi the 
eastern 


states, the 
farmers' 
institute 
hus 


proved its worth by its results. 


California has been one of tho last 


states to recognize this fact. 
A few 


years ago a farmers' institute 
was 


something unknown in the state. 
An 


appropriation wuu wade by thu refolds 
of the university for the establishment 
of a system of Institutes to he hold 
in different parts of the state, but it 
met with indifference for Home time. 
But at last it got a foothold, <u>d to- 
day the results of these meetings to- 
gether of farmers and Hcieutitita can IM 
seen in the improved methods of agri- 
culture and horticulture, rotation of 
crops, experimenting 
to find what 


crops are best suited to certain aolls 
and localities, war on diseases of 
plants and on insect peats, and in 
many other directions. In tho contin- 
uance of this educational system 
HOH 


ono of the strongest hopca for Cali- 
fornia's future greatness.— Tho Herald.

It is a pity that its 
numbers arc decreasing very fast, for 
it is an exceedingly valuable bird to 
the farmer. From fhe time of its ar- 
rival until departure ItTresorts .to the 
cultivated lands and meudowH, feeding 
entirely on insects. All its work is 
being done amongst tho crops upon 
which man expends his labors.

returns for tho good it has done us, 
but wo can at least refruin from taking 
its life."

Danes Have Good Cows. 


In Jutland the average cow produces 


a yearly average of 7,000 pounds of 
milk, yielding about '2(50 pounds of 
buttor fat, or an average teat of H. (>5 
per cent, of fat. 
(Tho average for all 


cows in fhe United States is but 1!)0 
pounds of butter). In summer the 
cows are grazed, and In addition to 
this pasturage they are fed oil cake 
and wheat bran. Mangolds and swedes, 
manufactured mill stuffs, straw and 
hay, 
constitute thoir winter ration. 


They observe the aovon-courao |iUui of 
crop rotation, viz., on(n, mangolds, 
barley, swedos, hay and two years pas- 
ture. Tho farm bands get five meals a 
day; in fact, cafe all tho time on guod 
food, but th«j wages can not bo com- 
pared with thoce of American farm 
hands.—Jersey Bulletin.
